AIRPORT, Oakland, Cal., Aug. 11. 
-—Aviators entered in the Dole trans- 
oceanic flight to Honolulu, scheduled 
to start tomorrow noon, , tonight 
signed a unanimous consent agree- 
ment to postpone the take-offs until 
next Tuesday at noon, Lieutenant 
Ben H. Wyatt, the navigation test 
inspector, announced. 

Thus the start of the great aerial 
Derby over a course across the 
Pacific Ocean from*San Francisco 
Bay to the Island of Oahu remains 
in doubt. 

The Honolulu committee of the 
event late today had yetoed an 
eleventh-hour postponement of two 
weeks, which was recommended by 
San Francisco officials of the flight, 
who believed the planes. and their 
crews were not yet properly equipped 

r qualified.

New York’s second unsatisfactory 
ending to an important ring match 
within the month came last night at 
the Yankee Stadium. Jack Delaney, 
the skillful, hard-hitting French- 
Canadian, who makes Bridgeport his 
home, won on a foul from Paulino, 
the sturdy Basque woodchopper, in 
the seventh round of what was to 
have been a fifteen-round struggle. 

Some 380,000 fight fans, enthused 
over the effort of these two per- 
fectly trained athletes to rise to the 
top of the heavyweight ranks, left 
the Yankee Stadium disgruntled and 
with widely divergent opinions on the 
commission of a foul or the lack of 
it and the justification for the dis- 
qualification of the Spaniard. 

Referee Jim Crowley disqualified 
Paulino after one minute fifty-seven 
seconds of the seventh round, giving 
Delaney a victory, which, if plans 
announced prior to the battle ma- 
terialize, will send the Bridgeport 
man into a match with Jack Shar- 
key to determine the man who will 
battle next year for the heavyweight 
title. But those who saw this bout 
and felt the shock of its sudden end- 
ing will discuss it as they did the 
Dempsey-Sharkey battle of July 21 
for many hours, and without reach- 
ing a satisfactory conclusion. 

Dempsey-Sharkey Repeated. 

Last night’s struggle was almost 
an exact duplicate of the Dempsey- 
Sharkey battle. It differed not at 
all in important details with the con- 
test which ended with the former 
heavyweight chda@mpion’s advance 
past the Boston contender, save that 
last night a disqualification was ef- 
fected where the action warranted. 

In the reception by the crowd of 
this decision there was a marked 
difference. Whereas Dempsey was 
hailed as the knocker out of Sharkey 
despite the many voices raised feebly 
in. dissension, many of the crowd 
last_ night roundly booed the action 
of Referee Crowley, although the

He was subjecting Paulino to 
a lacing which was conclusive, if not 
altogether destructive, in a bout 
which was one-sided yet offered a 
satisfactory spectacle because it was 
being savagely, desperately waged, 
and because the under dog, Paulino, 
was gaining momentum and daring 
as his rival appeared to be weak- 
ening. 

The bout’s finish was the only mar- 
ring feature. ‘Delaney was not hurt 
by the illegal blows any more than 
Sharkey was hurt by those of Demp- 
sey, and there was nearly an unanim- 
ity of opinion that since Delaney 
was not incapacitated the fight 
should have been permitted to pro- 
ceed.

Announcement that the $1.200.- 
000,000 umredeemed portion of the 
Second Liberty loan will be taken 
up by Nov. 15 on the basis of short- 
term loans can have caused no 
great surprise. Of the $3,104,000,000 
of these bonds outstanding on 
March i, all redeemable at. the 
Treasury's option mext November, 
about $1,750,000,000 have been can- 
celed through exchange for new 
long-term 3% and 83% per cent. 
bonds and through the “Treasury's 
direct purchases on the market, But 
that the Treasury was disappointed 
at the failure to induce voluntary 
conversion by the remaining holders, 
on the terms of the public offerings 
in March and June, has been fully 
recognized. | 

It had undoubtedly been Mr. MEr- 
LON’S hope to extend that entire in- 
debtedness for a term of years and 
at the lower rate, thereby clearing 
the path for other necessary re- 
demptions, such as that of the 
$2,100,000,000 Third Liberty 4s 
maturing in September, 1928. But the 
conversion rate turned out not to be 
inviting to the holders. Large indi- 
vidual investors accepted it pretty 
generally; small owners did not. In 
March, when $1,360,000,000 of the 
Second Liberty bonds were ex- 
changed for the new $%s, 88 per 
cent. were in $10,000 denominations.

Results of the June 
conversion offer were still more dis- 
appointing; only $245,000,000 out of 
the $1,500,000,000 still umredeemed 
were presented.

Americans cannot better show 
their real concern for those with 
whom they have undertaken to share 
the benefits of their own experience 
than to join in the care of those 
most to be pitied. .Nor can. they 
by any other monument better show 
their appreciation of General Woop, 
for in nothing, as was said long ago 
by CICERO, Go men more nearly ap- 
proach the gods than in giving 
health to men. And if the Philip- 
pines are cleared of leprosy, there is 
no reason why it may not be ban- 
ished from the whole earth... Even 
by the waters of Abana and Pharpar 
may one-be healed by the same 
treatment as that applied at the 
Culion colony. 

If it be said that such a monu- 
ment will perish when the healing 
has been accomplished—that ,even 
those who have been cured, like nine 
of the ten lepers healed in the Scrip- 
tural account, do not return to give 
thanks—it may be answered: What 
better fate could one desire than to 
be forgotten because that which one 
fought here is no more among the 
children of men, not even in mem- 
ory? STEVENSON’S story of “ The 
Isle of Voices,” which ends with the 
gift by the grateful ones to the fund 
for lepers and their consequent re- 
lease from the visitation of a mon- 
ster warlock, must be but a proph- 
ecy of.the way of banishing forever 
that dread disease from the Philip- 
pines and the earth.
